PENNSYLVANIA UNIONS 
TO PLAN LAW PROGRAM 


HARRISBURG, Nov. 11—Ratifica- 
tion .of the Child-Labor Amendment 
to the Federal Constitution by the 
1925 Legislature, a full train crew 
bill, proposed amendments to the 
Workmen's Compensation Law and 
the mining laws and a proposed bill 
limiting women’s worki hours to 
48 a week are among the proposed 
legislative measures to be discussed 
tomorrow at a conference here of 
representatives of organized labor. 
The. conference was called by James 
H.- Maurer, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Federation of Labor. 

The officers of the federation, 
executive boards of the five. Pennsyl- 
vania districts of the United Mine 
Workers, and representatives of the 
four railroad brotherhoods and of all 
state. organizations affiliated with the 
federation have been invited to-the 
meeting. : 

The morning session will-~be de- 
voted to a conference of the mem- 
bers of the executive boards of the 
mine workers’ organizations. In the 
afternoon they will oe the general 
conference.

ILE skirts have grown 
shorter and hats taller, we 
have been wondering. what 
was going to happen to stockings, 
and now we have the answer given 
by buyers recently arrived from 
Paris and by the style notes of 
French fashion experts. There is 

evidently to be little change. 

‘The sun-burned shades have been 

abandoned, however, and only in the 
range of nude tones is the light-color 
stocking considered smart: The 
sun-burned shades include the deep 
orangy tones that were  intro- 
‘duced in the winter and autumn. 
They never did have any extensive 
: vogue in the United States because 
nearly all women thought the colors 
too loud for ordinary street wear, 


The Favored Tones 


The range of nude shades which 
are being shown in Paris starts 
from the light or pale flesh-tone for 
evening wear and runs to the darker 
but distinctive nude tones for street 
costumes. The very pale beige tints 
are to be very smart it seems, espe- 
cially in a shade which is called 
gravel. It is said also that all sorts 
of nude tones will be correct for 
evening wear with costumes and 
slippers of every color, and it is 
interesting to note that the nude 
stocking will be worn too with the 
slipper that in most cases matches 
the frock, or is. fashioned of gold or 
silver. 

Black stockings are not being 
affected by the smart French woman, 
even though they’ may be of the 
sheerest type, but now with the com- 
ing of colder weather, the buyers 
seem to think that there will be a 
vogue for-thé darker shades of tan.

Care of Stockings 


Many complaints have been made 
about unsatisfactory dyes. Women 
bring in to the department stores 
stockings which after two or three 
washings are all streaked and even 
changeable in effect. Unfortunately 
little can be done to remedy this 
situation for manufacturers of 
stockings are having endless trouble 
with the dye problem. 


The writer knows a woman who 
is very successful in dyeing black 
all of her light stockings that streak. 
Good results, she says, depend on 
subjecting the stockings to so many 
rinsing waters that the color. be- 
comes. “fast.” 


A buyer for a large store advises 
that chiffon stockings should not be 
put through a washing machine or 
twisted when being dried, but merely 
dipped and then pressed carefully in 
a towel. This treatment makes them 
especially easy to draw on the foot 
and preserves them so that the 
threads do not break and Grey as 
quickly.

It is just as correct, we are told, to 
wear a sports frock of velvet, or a 
smart little velvet suit, as to choose 
this material for the ensemble cos- 
tume of dress and coat, or for eve- 
ning dresses.

In all probability the sports frock 
of velvet is having the most atten- 
tion at present. This type was in- 
troduced by Chanel in a lovely little 
two-piece model, having a _ short 
tunic ‘or jumper, with a high-neck 
and a Peter Pan collar. The blouse 
has the new.long, tight sleeves, and 
it is held loosely by a belt. The 
skirt is quite plain and is sometimes 
made in the wrap-around type. 
There are numerous . possibilities 
with a costume of this kind for 
while it is obviously youthful, still 
with a different neck line, perhaps 
one of the type with the high-but- 
toned collar, this can be a much 
more sophisticated costume. 

Smart little suits are fashioned in 
some of the novelty velvets such as 
the checks and plaids, and are used 
with the short box coats.

Other less-known Americans were 
in these same years bringing back 
from Italy poetic pictures which we 
shold not allow ourselves to for- 
get. Beginning with the fine stanzas 
“On a Bust of Dante” published in 
a Boston paper in 1841, Thomas Wil- 
liam Parsons inaugurated a series 
of poems on Savona, Sorrento, Pisa, 
and Rome, which incarnate for us 
the spirit of these places. The most 
impressive, it seems to me, is the 
“Campanile di Pisa,” sweeping to- 
gether “the days of Pisa’s greatness’”’ 
into a pageant of striking scenes 
over which the famous tower has 
risen for centuries. In somewhat 
similar strain William Wetmore 
Story surveyed the great figures 
from Ulysses to the Bourbons 
around whom the associations of 
Sorrento have clustered. 


Midway betwixt the present and the 


past, 
—— and Pestum, look! Sorrento 
lies: 
Ulysses built it, and the Syrens cast 
Their spell upon the shore, the sea, 
the skies. ... 


Here Tasso dwelt, and here inhaled 
with spring 

The breath of passion and the soul 

of song. 

Here young Boccaccio plumed his 
early wing, 

Thenceforth to soar above the vul-

So, too; Christopher Pearse Cranch 
was moved to celebrate the spirit 
that broods over Vesuvius, Pestum, 
and Rome, while his powerful poem 
“Michael Angelo Buonarotti” clal- 
lenges comparison with the best that 
English poets have written on Italy. 


Whether he drew, or sung, 
Or wrought in stone, or hung 
The Pantheon in the air; 
Whether he gave to Rome 


Or laid the ponderous beams, or 
lightly wound the stair: 


Whether in lonely nights 

With Poesy’s delights 

He cheered his solitude; 

In sculptured sonnets wrought 

His firm and graceful thought, 

Like marble altars in some dark 
and mystic wood,— 


Still, proudly poised, he stepped 
The way his vision swept. 


To the same period in the third 
quarter of the nineteenth century be- 
long such poems as Bayard Taylor’s 
“Fountain of Trevi,” Julia Ward 
Howe’s “City of My Love,” Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich’s “Legend of Ara- 
Coeli” and “With Three Flowers,” 


and Poe’s “Coliseum.” Most of these 
I mistrust have been forgotten: even 
Poe’s is'seldom mentioned. But, they 
constitute a notable American recog- 
nition of Italy’s imperishable glory 
at @ time when our literature was 
emerging as a vital iniependent 
force; and Poe’s poem shows its 
author lifted nobly out of hNnself— 
out of his own frailties and self-ab- 
sorption—by the symbol of a mighty 
past. 

In our own generation, as Ameri- 
cans have gone to Italy in far greater

N ONE of Rostand’s symbolic 
plays, two happy people sit to- 
gether in a palace beside the sea, 
each joyful to be in the presence of 
the other.

I have seen 
advertisements dating from 1720 to 
1800, chiefly in New England newspa- 
pers, of women teachers, embroider- 
ers, jelly-makers, cooks, wax work- 
ers, japanners, mantua-makers,—all 
truly feminine employments; and 
also of women dealers in crockery, 
musical instruments, hardware, fakm 
products, . groceries while 
Hawthorne noted one colonial dame 
who carried on a blacksmith-shop. 
Peter Faneuil’s account books show 
that he had accounts in small Eng- 
lish wares with many Boston trades- 
women, some of whom bought many 
thousand pounds’ worth of imported 
goods in a year. Alice Quick had 
fifteen hundred pounds in three 
months; and I am glad to say that 
the women were very prompt in pay- 
ment, as well as active in business. 
By Stamp Act times, the names of 
five women merchants appear on the 
Salem list of traders who banded to- 
gether to oppose taxation.

FREIGHT LOADINGS 
“AGAIN EXCEED ONE 
MILLION-CAR MARK 


‘NEW YORK, Nov.. 11—The latest 
freight traffic report of the American 
Railway Association shows that, for 
the eighth week in succession, load- 
ings exceeded the 1,000,000-car mark. 

In the week ended Nov. 1 a total 
of 1,073,430 cars of revenue freight 
were loaded and received from cort- 
nections. Due to the usual seasonal 
decline in traffic, this Was a decréase 
of 38,915 cars, or 1.8 per cent, under 
the week before, when‘ 1,112,345 cars 
were loaded—the most rer moved 
during any week. 

Compared™~ with .the Soeréaponting 
week last year, however, the total 
for the week ended Nov. 1 was an 
increase of 37\531 cars, or 3.5 per 
cent; it exceedel 1922°>by 93,579 cars, 
9.6 per cent; and was 235,854 cars, or 
28 per cent, over 1921. | 

Loadings of merchandise and less- 
than-carload-lot freight were 257,937 
cars, 310 more than the week. before, 
5619 more than 1923 and 26,883 more 
than in 1922. Miscéllaneous freight

The French,.who quickly. captured the-Repara- 
tion ‘Commission,. used it as their instrunient. 
This government-controlled and helpless insti- 
tution did not even pronounce on the most vital 
matters. For example, what is the proper. inter- 
pretation of the articles of the Treaty under 
which the French held that they were, legally . 
entitled to invade the Ruhr, while the British 
denounced such action. as not. only unjustifiable 
but illegal? It.was clearly the -business of ‘the 
Reparation, Commission to examine the text and 
to give its decision: But no such question has 
ever been officially brought up by the commis- 
sion, which apparently sought to avoid contro- 
versial subjects and to carry on dully, mechan- 
ically, unintelligently. 

Sir William Goode, who at one time. found 
himself president of the Austrian section of the 
Reparation Commission, saw that in so far as 
Austria was. concerned his “section. was merely 
blocking: the-way. to any settlement, and he 


thereupon deliberately endeavored to torpedo it. 


He was successful, with the result that Austria 
could then be’ dealt with sensibly and. placed 
upon its financial feet. In the same way, the 
commission as a whole is now being swept aside 
by the Dawes plan, and this being so, there is a 
prospect of a succegsful settlement. 

Naturally the personnel of the commission, 
which has sat for go dong at the: Hotel Astoria, 
is perturbed at the announcement of profound 
reforms and radical measures of economy.
